That was his last stop before 


flying to Washington today for a 
brief chat with the GOP National 
Committee staff. He will continue 
on by plane to New York this aft- 
ernoon. 


For Taft 


Indiana, like Ohio, gave its sup- 


port to Sen. Robert A. Taft of Ohio 
for the presidential nomination at 
the Republican .National Conven- 
tion at Chicago last July. 


Police estimated that 350,000 per- 


sons welcomed Eisenhower as he 
drove into Indianapolis in the aft- 
ernoon. 


As the general drove from his 


hotel to the Butler university field 
house to make an address Tuesday 
night, crowds were lined in the 
darkness on both sides of the 
street along almost every foot of 
the five-mile route.

at 125,000. 


The field house Itself was packed 


to the rafters with about 15,000 
persons and another 10,000 or 12,000 
were seated in a football stadium 
nearby to listen to the speech over 
an amplifying system.

•conduct tests in the autumn 
months of this year looking toward 
development of atomic weapons."

usually tight secrecy around the 
forthcoming experiments at Eni- 
wetok, in' the Marshall Island 
group. 


Restrict Observers 


The announcement specified that 


"only official observers of the 
United States government and 
members of the task force" would 
be present. 


It has been assumed that mil- 


lions of degrees of heat will be 
needed to trigger the fusion of the 
hydrogen bomb into an explosion. 
The only apparently readily avail- 
able maa-mad* sourc* tor such 


heat is in the core of an exploding 
atomic bomb. 


It Is doubtful observers of a hy- 


drogen bomb explosion would re- 
main on other islands of the Eni- 
wetok atoll, even though some of 
them are more than 20 miles from 
the "shot" islands where conven- v 
tlonal atomic explosions have been 
set off.

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Gen. Ike Would Have Advantage in 


Cleaning Up Corruption 


One of the big intangibles of this election year is how 


important the issue of "corruption in government" will be to 
the average American voter. 


No one can really measure accurately its probable im- 


pact on the presidential race. It might prove decisive, or it 
might turn out insignificant. 


The voter will have many other things on his mind—in- 


flation and the general state of his pocketbook, his future 
economic security, the outlook for peace or war. No opinion- 
taker or anyone else can be sure which one, or which combi- 
nation, will be governing when the voter goes into the polling 
booth. 


Certainly responsible Americans are not going to con- 


done corruption. But it is conceivable that millions of voters 
may decide that inflation or peace is a matter of greater 
moment, and may choose the man they believe will do most 
on that score. 


But if, by chance, corruption is an issue that bulks very 


large in the public mind today, there is one point the ordinary 
citizen ought to realize about it. An outsider is more likely to 
do a through cleanup job than an insider, or someone related 
in any fashion to an insider. 


This assumes, naturally, that the outsider does the job 


his detachment allows him. If he falls down on it, his peculiar 
advantage is quickly lost. 


It is much more difficult for the insider or his political 


relative to sweep clean. Take the case of the latter, since 
that is what we have this time in Governor Stevenson. Con- 
cede to him the best and most honorable intentions toward 
eradicating corruption in Washington. He still will operate 
under some very real and very human handicaps. 


Undoubtedly he would attack with vigor the worst of- 


fenders, no matter where the chips fell. He might even go 
fairly far afield in unearthing the roots of the wrongdoing.

more-general than is now apparent or imagined—now far 
could he reasonably be expected to go? He might find that 
he was striking at the very foundations of his party, putting 
in jeopardy the reputations of men who helped elect him, or 
weje friends of those who did.

With the coming of fall and the 


opening of schools, the 
common 


contagious diseases of 
children 


are likely to break out again in 
full force. 


Among these, measles ranks 


high, and it seems wise to point 
out that this common and usually 
mild disease can produce serious 
complications and should therefore 
b« looked on more cautiously than 
many people seem to realize. 


Measles is caused by a virus; 


once-in a while this virus attacks 
the nervous system. It also weak- 
ens the body so that bronchopneu- 
monia or bronchitis may set 
In 


and this too often results in seri- 
ous, long-lasting difficulties with 
the lungs. 


When 
measles 
does 
develop, 


therefore, precautions 
should be 


taken to lessen the risk of compli- 
cations. 


Bed rest until the acute stage of 


the disease is over should be en- 
forced as many of the serious com- 
plications come from letting the 
victim out of bed too early. Plen- 
ty of fluids and easily digested 
foods should be given. 


The eyes are sensitive to light, 


so reading and eye' strain should 
be avoided. Often it is well to 
have the shades In the sick room 
partially drawn. 


Tepid baths are helpful in pre- 


venting Itching and in soothing the 


skin: constipation is common am 
should be prevented.

drugs or antibiotics may be usefu 
in preventing some common com 
plications. 


The first symptoms of measles 


develop about two weeks 
after 


exposure to a patient who has 
been ill. Since during the

three or four days of the disease 
the symptoms resemble

Those who are exposed to meas 


Its can be prevented from devel 
oping a severe attack by an injec 
tion either of serum taken from a 
person who is convalescing

ern France and Belgium and his magnificent progress to London to 
be the guest of the king and queen after the war. He and his wife 
were no less royal than their hosts in the splendor of their presence 
and she of course evoked harsh comments on her airs and manners 
from the common herd both in England and back home. 


Indro Montanelli, a journalist of the Corriere Delia Seria of Milan, 


pinked this situation wfth a phrase in his fine description of Eleanor 
Roosevelt's pompous humility at the reception arranged for her by 
the Pandit Nehru, a faker of the same stripe as his guest.

South look- 
ed at him anxiously, thinking: "He 
certainly sounds like a man with 
a lot of tiumps."

West recognized the 
signal for what it was, and con- 
tinued with a second heart, forc- 
ing dummy to ruff. East

upon looked very pleased, and 
South once more got the strong 
impression that East held at least 
four trumps. 


Declarer hopefully led a trump 


from dummy and won with the 
king in his own hand.

greatly relieved to find that West 
could follow suit. Except for the

signals.

switched to diamonds. East took 
his ace on the second round of 
that suit, and led a third heart, 
forcing dummy to ruff with the 
nine.

NEW YORK—Ob—Of the millions 


of American combat men in the 
second world war the one most 
likely to win immortality is pro- 
bably the famous young "Major of 
St. Lo." 


His name was Thomas D. Howie, 


and hometown friends in Abbeville, 
S. C.. are today dedicating a 
gi anile marker to him. Hundreds 
of his scattered comrades will wish 
they could be there, too, to pay 
honor to a man who has be- 
come a symbol of valor to the 
American army. 


His tale is a strange one. He 


died in the green hedgerows of 
Normandy in 1944. But after the 
passing of eight years, I can re,call 
no other wartime event — neither 
in Europe nor Korea — so sad, 
and yet so eternally inspiring, as 
that young major's bittersweet vic- 
tory-after-death. 


Major Howie was a tremendous 


soldier, and he must have been 
just as fine a man before he put 
on a uniform. I visited his batta- 
lion the day St. Lo fell, and l' 
recall how his men, still mourning 
his death on the eve of the great 
attack, piaised him for His kind- 
ness and called him "the best 
officer that ever lived." 


It was his concern for the wel- 


fare of his troops that had cost 
him his life. Before hitting the 
ditch during a sudden German 
mortar barrage, he paused and 
turned to see that his men were 
safe—and death took ' him, stand- 
ing. 


Shortly before he had attended a 


staff conference at which he had 
expressed his determination to lead 
his own battalion first into St. 
Lo, the bitter bastion of the Nazi 
line. 


His last words on leaving the 


conference were a cheery, "see 
you in St. Lo." That became the 
battlecry of th 29th Infantry Di- 
vision—"see you in St. Lo!" And

when th commanding general or- 
ganized a tank and doughboy task 
force to smash' into the city, he 
remembered Tom's last wish. 


By the general's order. Tom's 


body, still clad in full combat 
gear, was placed in an ambulance 
in the task force column. I looked 
in and saw him. 


Amid the thunder of guns, the 


armored column — bearing the 
dead hero-fought toward St. Lo. 
Down pock-marked roads it rolled, 
past stricken trees whose limbs 
hung down like broken arms, past 
meadows where no birds sang, but 
bullets did. 


Churning clouds of yellow en- 


veloped the vehicles, sweat grimed 
the faces of firing soldiers. 


As I remeber it, a German 


artillery bombardment cut the col- 
umn as it passed a cemetery on 
the outskirts of the city. The am- 
bulance was needed to rush back 
the wounded. 


Tom, lying on a stretcher, was 


transferred to a leading jeep. The 
column trundled on. It smashed 
through the last ring of German 
defenders and entered the fallen 
city, a sea of flaming ruins. 


Doughboys quickly lifted the dead 


young major, so silent 
on 
the 


stretcher in all 
that 
crash of 


sound, and* ran through enemy 
sniping to a nearby shell - torn 
church. And they placed him atop 
the rubble of the church wall, and 
left him there, and went back into 
the battle. 


In death his comrades had won 


for the major the last goal of his 
life—he was with "the first into 
St. Lo." 


Entering the city the next morn- 


ing with mop—up Infantry squads, 
I had my last glimpse of Tom— 
his flag-drapped 
body lying in 


state on an altar of nibble. All 
the troops who went through St. 
Lo that day, and there were many, 
heard of the yoc*%; major and paid 
him tribute. Some *>{fed their hel- 
mets as they passetv. Some knelt. 


Five years later, in X949, I re- 


visited St. Lo and the rebuilt 
church before which now stands 
a 
monument telling 
of 
Major 


Howie's sacrifice — and his tri- 
umph. The French people still 
deck the monument with flowers, 
and remember him in prayers. 
They feel his tragic story led many 
American to contribute funds to

The new marker to his memory

need neither marker, monument, 
nor memorial to remember him.
